.< THE CAMP HONORS 


Every Scout attending Owasippe looks forward 
to receiving a CAMP NUMERAL (1942) at the Award 
Ceremonial held on the last night of each period. 
Proudly he has it sewn on his right hand shirt 
pocket . . . you can tell an Owasippe old timer 
by the numerals he wears. 

But the proudest Scout is the one who earns a 
Border Strip. 

There are many camp subjects from which a 
Scout may choose. 

A Border Strip may be earned in Aquatics, 
Craft, Hiking, Nature and Indian Lore. 

These Border Strips are placed around the out- 
side edge of the Owasippe Camps emblem which 
you may purchase in the Camp trading post, 
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When a Scout has earned all of the Bord&_ EN 
Strips, his completed emblem resembles the illus- 
trations on page two. Indian Lore (The Owasippe 
Chief) is indicated by a star placed under Owa- 
sippe’s picture. 

The Scout who has each of the four Border 
Strips and the Owasippe Chief's Star is an Old- 
Timer who has done things and been places .. . 
all honor to him] That, together with the Eagle 
Badge and membership in the Order of the Arrow 
is a sign of a good Scout. 


SOME FACTS ABOUf THE BORDER STRIPS 


Before you can qualify for a Border Strip, you 
must earn a 1942 numeral. Only one numeral will 
be awarded during the camp season. 

The camp numeral is awarded only after you 
pass those requirements. 


Border Strips may be purchased at the camp 
Trading post upon presentation of this booklet, prop- 
erly signed. The Owasippe Camp Emblem may be 
purchased by any camper. 


When a Scout has previously passed all or a 
greater part of the tests’ listed as requirements for 
the various Border Strips,the particular camp de- 
partment is authorized to substitute some camp 


. experience of equivalent value in the same field

THE CAMP NUMERAL REQUIREMENTS: You 
achieve the camp numeral by qualifying in ad- 
vancement, camp citizenship service, and in one 
phase of nature study,.cs told’ below:

Service “above and beyond the call of duty” 
.. , that's what makes heroes! But did you ever 
notice that most heroes you've read» about were 
TRAINED so that when their big chance came to 
serve they were ready! To us in Scouting our 
various ranks and merit badges and the Owasippe 
Awards are the “call of duty”, “Beyond” these is 
the EMERGENCY SERVICE TRAINING PROGRAM. 
When we are fairly well skilled in Scouting abil- 
ities we have an opportunity for further service 
through this program. In camp this summer you 
have an excellent chance for TRAINING in Emer- 
gency Service. Every Scout may particapte in this 
TRAINING, however only Senior Scouts (Scouts 
fifteen and older) who have completed First Class 
may actually qualify (pass) and receive credit 
for these requirements. But let's all TRAIN Bae 
because we may meet an “EMERGENCY” at any 
age. TRAIN first, then: 
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\\.. Run a mile in 8! minutes.
